TWO GREAT CITIES. 

Sydney to Outstrip Melbourne nml He¬ 
roine Australia's Metropolis. 

Melbourne lias always been the larg¬ 
est city of Australia. In Its phenome- 1 
nal growth it can lie compared only 
with Chicago ami San Francisco. In 
1835 it had a name and fourteen in- | 
habitants; in 1896 t contained 451,000 
persons. Gold made Melbourne. For 
ten consecutive years the gold mines 
from sixty to one hundred miles to 
the north and northwest produced over 
$50,000,000 of gold every year. The 
many thousands of men required to 
mine this treasure bought their money 
there. The city faced to the north 
where the mines were; its back door 
was on the sea. 

But the gold mines of Victoria have 
lost their old importance. They are 
still productive, hut their yield is far 
inferior to that of the desert mines of 
western Australia. Melbourne is slow¬ 
ly losing the largest resource that 
made her great, and the wool and 
wheat trade is not likely to fully com¬ 
pensate her for the declining mining 
interests. The city was said in 1891 
to have 490,890 population, including 
the suburbs. Five year later only 451,- 
000 persons were counted iu the city 
and its environs. 

The decline in population is proba¬ 
bly only temporary, for Victoria is a 
very rich little state. Many miners 
have been drawn away by more (tatter¬ 
ing prospects elsewhere, but they will 
gradually be replaced by permanent 
settlers. 

The great city, however, seems des¬ 
tined soon to lose Its pre-eminence. 
Sydney is steadily Increasing iu popu¬ 
lation; by the last census it was.only 
42,000 under Melbourne’s figures. Syd¬ 
ney is growing, while Melbourne Ts 
scarcely holding her own. There are 
a number of reasons why Sydney will 
probably forge ahead and permanently 
maintain its lead among Australian 
cities.—New York Sun. 


Care of the Feet. 

When the warm weather comes, for 
many people feet troubles begin. The 
feet get tired, hot, and swell and feel 
tender. The best remedy for tender or 
swollen feet is cold water. Plunge 
the feet into cold water for a few sec¬ 
onds every day, and follow this with a 
vigorous rubbing with a rough towel. 
When the feet ache and burn a tepid 
salt-water foot-bath Is most refresh¬ 
ing. A few drops of olive oil rubbed 
upon dry feet will prevent blisters, but 
feet that perspire too freely should be 
rubbed with alcohol after the cold 
plunge and then dusted with fuller’s- 
earth. 

If the feet are tender it will afford 
relief If the insides of the stockings are 
powdered with boraclc-powder. A lo¬ 
tion made from one ounce of boricic- 
powder dissolved In half a pint of boil¬ 
ing water is extremely good to use as 
a fomentation for enlarged and tender 
toe-joints and bunions. A piece of lint 
saturated with it when cold and laid 
on the joint on going to bed, with a 
piece of oiled silk on It and a bandage 
over all to keep it in place, will give 
great relief if the application is per¬ 
severed in for some nights.

Health und Beauty Hints. 

A salt footbath at night wonderfully 
rests aud Invigorates the whole sys¬ 
tem. 

A pleasant softness and fragrance is 
given to bathing water by throwing 
into it some fresh orange peel. 

Veils should either he washed or 
thrown away when soiled, for the dust 
which clolects in them Is bad for the 
complexion. 

For stiffness of the muscles caused 
by overexertion a very good remedy is 
to rub the affected muscles thoroughly 
with alcohol undiluted. 

All acids are more or less injurious 
to the teeth. Medicine in which there 
1 is acid should be taken through a glass 
tube and the mouth rinsed with a little 
borax and water. 

For vitriol burns cover the parts 
burned with a soft, thick paste of cal¬ 
cined magnesia and water. This re¬ 
lieves the pain very quickly, and there 
is seldom a sear left after this treat¬ 
ment. 

The wrinkles called “crow’s feet” 
should he prevented by daily stroking 
of tlie folds or where they would come. 
Keeping (lie blood in free circulation 
under the skin is the sure wrinkle pre¬ 
ventive. 

To make a first-rate hair wash shred 
an ounce of white soap, pour over it a 
quart of boiling water and stir till dis¬ 
solved. When cool, add the whisked 
yolk of two eggs and a tablespooHful 
of spirits of rosemary. Cork tightly 
and shake well be fork use. 

Bran water is excellent for the com¬ 
plexion. Put a teacupful of bran iuto 
a cheese-cloth hag and pour on it boil¬ 
ing water. When sufficiently cool it 
will he found creamy and soft to wash 
in and very cleansing. The bran hag 
is used by many people daily for wash¬ 
ing both face and hands. 

To whiten the hands use only soft 
water for washing and a good toilet 
soap. Before drying rub on a few 
drops of pure glycerine, work it into 
the skin thoroughly and then dry care- 
Keep the pulp of a lemon on

The first case on record of a horse killing a wild, murderous, bloodthirsty tiger 
occurred recently on a circus train en route from Goshen to Poughkeepsie, N. Y. 
The beast was kicked and trampled to death by a heavy draft horse, and when the 
car was opened at the end of the journey evidences of a fierce struggle were 
found. 

The tiger, which had been recently imported and was still wild and untamed, 
escaped from its wagon den while the train was in motion, and after crawling 
over the tops of four wagons entered the car ahead, which contained thirty.draft 
horses. A fierce battle ensued, the terrified horses plunging and kicking at the 
savage intruder. When the train reached Poughkeepsie the tiger was found dead 
under the hoofs of one of the horses. 

When the tiger in some mysterious manner got out of its cage several circus 
hands were asleep under the wagon. The beast paid no attention to them, but 
evidently made directly for the car in which the horses were confined. It crawled 
through a small opening in the end, and when its presence became known to the 
horses a scene of wild confusion occurred. The terrified horses in their efforts 
to get away from the wild beast crowded toward the end of the car, leaving a 
space through which the tiger dropped to the floor. 

The horses were packed closely together, and from the deep gashes on their 
backs it appears that the tiger climbed over them until he reached the middle 
of the car, where he attacked a magnificent horse named Toby. Then ensued a 
terrific struggle. Using its hoofs with powerful force the horse dealt the tiger 
blow after blow, repulsing every attack of the stealthy cat and lighting such a re¬ 
lentless battle that the tiger finally sank down to the floor, and the rest was easy 
for the infuriated horse.

CHARCOAL FOR FOWLS. 

There is no food or corrective, in 
the way of digestive, that equals 
charcoal. It is easily had, because 
various forms of the article may be 
made by the poultry raiser himself. 
Ear corn, corn cobs and wood of al¬ 
most every kind may be used in the 
i manufacture of the charcoal. The 
charred wood, cobs, etc., should be 
mixed with a soft feed when indiges¬ 
tion appears in the flock, or wheu 
there is suspicion that such trouble 
exists. The best method in poultry 
raising in the matter of feeding for 
’ health is to have charcoal at all times 
whore the fowls have access to it. It 
is also a good plan to feed some burnt 
grain quite frequently, burnt corn, J 
oats, wheat, rye, barley—any of these 
grains make a good corrective of di- i 
arrhea or bowel complaint in fowls. 

Here is an important thing in poul¬ 
try raising. The strictly healthy 
fowl does not have bowel complaint; 
looseness of the bowels in fowls is 
simply an indication of indigestion 
or derangement of the digestive or¬ 
gans. Guard against this; whenever 
you detect symptoms about the roasts ! 
that lead you to believe this condi¬ 
tion exists, correct it at once by feed¬ 
ing digestives, and nothing is better 
[ than charcoal.

Now, 1 will vonture the assertion 
that nine cases out of teu the country 
over reported as cholera are merely 
indigestiou. Hut you say your birds 
have free range, run at large and all 
that. Why, bless your life, did you 
ever stop to think that same range 
has had a fiock ruiiniug on it ever 
since old Pontiac shout.ed.his last war 
cry? Don’t let any one know you 
have so little foresight, as to put forth 
that cry. The writer has time and 
again pointed out to farmers where 
their real trouble lay, only to have 
them report the same result as the 
young man spoken of above after try¬ 
ing the remedy.

Numerous) 
remedies are given, all of which, if 
i properly applied, will answer, but j 
their use is too often neglected. One I 
of the simplest aud surest preventives 
is to wrap the trees with thick paper 
in the latter part of May or early 
June. Remove the earth from the 
base of the tree one inch deep, then 
wrap the paper around from the bot¬ 
tom up fifteen inches. Replace the 
earth, tying the paper at the bottom 
au<l again at the top. By the time 
this paper gives way the season for 
the female borer to lay her egg is 
past, and your trees are safe for one 
year. This is not nearly as much 
trouble as to cut the worms out after 
they are once in the tree, and the 
tree is not injured. While knowing 
this to bo a sure remedy, I myself 
don’t always get it done, and have to 
lose trees.
